and  Warlingham  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  ny  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
i960  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  I/6I. 

The  health  of  the  District  remains  good  and  the  vital 
statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

No  case  of  polionyelitis  occurred  in  the  District,  but  the 
incidence  of  the  disease  has  increased  recently  over  the  country  as  a 
whole.  As  pointed  out  on  page  8 of  this  Report,  poliomyelitis  is 
especially  liable  to  attack  the  small  number  cf  yoiong  people  who  have 
not  been  vaccinated.  Vaccination  of  all  young  people  under  twenty-five 
years  of  age  has  become  more  necessary  than  ever. 

Eighteen  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year  and  two  deaths  occurred.  The  fall  in  the  case  rate  of  this  disease 
between  1940  and  1950  has  ceased,  and  the  rate  has  remained  stationary 
at  just  over  0.5  per  thousand  since  1951*  It  would  appear,  therefore, 
that  the  fight  against  tuberculosis  is  by  no  means  over  and  all  preventive 
measures  are  as  necessary  as  ever. 

During  the  year.  Anthrax  was  added  to  the  list  of  notifiable 

diseases. 


In  conclusion  I should  like  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  members 
of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for  their  advice  and  assistance  and  the 
staff  of  the  Department  for  the  efficiency  v/ith  which  they  have  carried 
out  their  duties.

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BIRTHS 


During  the  year  581  live  births  were  registered,  being  eight  more 
than  last  year's  total.  The  rate  per  thousand  population  was  17*3  comparing 

with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of  17.1. 

DEATHS. 

During  the  year  336  deaths  were  registered,  a decrease  of  40 
compared  with  those  recorded  in  1959,  the  rate  per  thousand  being  9*3 
compared  with  11.5  for  England  and  Wales.  The  infant  mortality  rate  was  ► 

18.9  compared  with  the  figtire  of  21.7  for  England  and  Wales.  Eleven 
males  and  three  females  died  from  lung  cancer,  three  more  than  in  the 
previous  year.  The  death  rates  from  this  condition  per  1,000  population 
were  0*314  tor  males  and  0.085  for  females  which  is  considerably  lower 
than  the  rates  of  0*855  QJad  0*132  respectively  for  England  and  Wales*

Scarlet  Fever# 

The  nimber  of  cases  of  scarlet  fever  notified  during  the  year 
was  15,  the  lowest  number  since  1941*  Although  immunisation  is  not 
available  against  this  disease,  both  its  severi'ty  and  incidence  rate  have 
fallen  in  recent  years. 


Measles. 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  was  only  18,  following 
884  cases  in  1959*  The  disease  was  of  a mild  "type  and  no  cases  were 
reported  to  have  been  admitted  to  hospital. 


Dysentery. 

Eighiy-six  cases  of  the  mild  sonne  variety  of  dysentery  were 
notified,  compared  v/ith  45  cases  in  1959;  of  these,  39  cases  occurred  in 
St.  Lawrence*s  Hospital.  This  condition  is  highly  infectious.  Greater 
att<aition  by  everyone  to  personal  hygiene  and  to  cleanliness  in  the 
preparation  and  cooking  of  food  would  help  to  reduce  the  ever  increasing 
incidence  rate  of  this  disease  throughout  the  country. 

Food  Poisoning. 

Only  three  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  in  I960.  One 
case  was  due  to  salmonella  typhi-muriura  and  one  due  to  salmonella  muenchenj 
the  organism  responsible  for  the  third  case  was  not  identified. 


DISEASES  AGAINST  vfHICH  IMMUNISATION  IS  AVAILABLE. 


Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  but  eight  Wa-rlingham  children 
were  contacts  of  a case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  which  occurred  in  an 
unvaccinated  child  in  a private  school  in  a neighbouring  district.  No 
less  than  19  close  contacts  of  the  case  were  foiand  to  be  excreting 
poliomyelitis  virus  type  1 and  of  the  eight  Warlingham  children  six  were 
found  to  be  excreting  this  virus.  It  was  most  fortunate  that  all  these 
children  had  been  vaccinated  and  they  did  not  have  any  symptoms  of  the 
disease  at  all.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  vaccinated  children  can,  as 
shown  in  this  outbreak,  carry  the  virus  without  having  any  signs  of  the 
disease,  vaccination  of  all  children  has  become  more  necessary  than  ever. 

During  the  year  a Poliomyelitis  Vaccination  liVeek  was  held,  aimed 
at  the  under  40  years  age  group;  this  campaign  proved  most  successful  and 
767  persons  attended  the  open  sessions. 

Since  the  inception  of  the  Scheme  in  1957»  35>443  persons  in  the 
South  Eastern  Division  have  been  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis. 

The  incidence  of  poliomyelitis  in  the  Coun-ty  of  Surrey  has  fallen 
dramatically  since  1955>  as  shown  in  the  following  table,  and  vaccination 
must  have  played  a part  in  this;-

Diphtheria. 


For  the  eighth  year  in  succession  the  district  was  completely 
free  from  this  disease. 

Diphtheria  is,  however,  becoming  more  common  again.  In  answer 
to  a recent  question  in  Parliament,  Miss  Pitt  the  Parliamentary  Secretary 
replied:  "The  provisional  total  of  cases  of  diphtheria  in  England  and  Wales 
in  i960  was  Of  these  39  had  never  been  immunised,  eight  had  been 

immunised  in  infancy  but  had  received  no  reinforcing  dose  and  two  had 
been  immunised  very  recently.  In  four  cases  definite  information  about 
previous  immunisation  could  not  be  obtained.  Of  the  five  cases  which 
were  fatal  four  had  not  been  immunised,  and  one  had  been  immunised  very 
recently*  Comparable  figures  for  the  number  of  cases  in  the  first  six 
weeks  of  I96I  are  not  available.  During  this  period  five  children  died 
of  diphtheria  of  whom  four  had  not  been  immunised  and  one  had  been  immunised 
in  infancy  and  given  a subsequent  reinforcing  dose  10  years  ago."

Whooping  Cough. 

The  number  of  cases  of  v/hooping  cough  notified  was  36.  No 
case  was  removed  to  hospital.  Immunisation  against  this  disease  was 
commenced  in  1952  and  the  average  incidence  has  fallen  since  then. 

Whooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
and  mothers  appreciate  the  facilities  for  immunisation  which  are  available. 
As  whooping  cough  is  most  dangerous  in  the  first  year  of  life,  immunisation 
should  be  commenced  at  the  third  or  fourth  month.

Tetanus  is  not  notifiable  and  its  incidence  is  not  known.  Cases 
do  occur,  however,  and  there  have  been  fatal  cases  in  Surrey  during  recent 
years. 


Parents  are  beginning  to  take  advantage  of  the  immunisation  scheme 
and  the  number  of  children  immianised  has  risen  from  I30  in  1958  to  495  in 

i960.

Tuberculosis. 

The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  per  1,000  of  the 
population  was  O.O6,  compared  with  the  rate  of  0.11  for  England  and  Wales. 

Eighteen  cases  of  pulmonary  and  three  cases  of  non -pulmonary 
tuberculosis  were  notified. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  following  numbers  of  cases  were  suffering 
from  the  disease  and  living  in  the  district,  the  total  being  12  more  than  for 
the  previous  year.

I Smallpox, 

The  substantial  degree  of  protection  from  smallpox  which  the 
, poptilation  had  diiring  the  time  of  compulsory  vaccination  is  being  slowly  reduced 
due  to  the  reduction  throughout  the  country  in  the  numbers  of  children  vaccinated 
at  the  appropriate  time.  The  percentage  of  infants  under  one  year  vaccinated  in 
ithis  District  during  the  year  was  61^  and  efforts  are  being  made  to  increase  this 
[figure  which  is  well  above  the  most  recently  published  figiu*e  of  36,^.%  for  the 
country  as  a whole. 

As  with  diphtheria  immunisation,  all  medical  practitioners  providing 
general  medical  services  in  the  area  are  given  an  opportunily  to  provide  services 
for  carrying  out  vaccination.

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Y^TER  SUPPLY. 


The  water  supply  for  this  district  is  obtained  from  the  East 
Surrey  Water  Company  which  has  works  and  resources  in  neighbouring  areas; 
treatment  includes  lime  softening  and  chlorination. 

Systematic  sampling  for  bacteriological  analysis  is  undertaken 
in  association  with  other  districts  who  are  supplied  by  the  same  Compsiny 
and  a total  of  48  samples  was  submitted  for  examination  during  I960, 
including  four  from  this  district. 


As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  supplied  the 
Department  with  monthly  reports  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  treated  water. 


In  addition,  the  follovring  sample  of  water  procured  at  Woldingham

All  the  samples  referred  to  proved  satisfactory. 

The  Company's  sources  in  respect  of  treated  water  were  adequate 
at  all  times.  On  the  distribution  side,  the  difficulty  experienced  at 
The  Ridge,  Woldingham  in  meeting  the  demand  during  the  dry  summer  of  1959 
received  consideration  and  a new  water  main  was  laid  in  the  area  to  ensure 
a satisfactory  service. 

To  meet  future  requirements,  the  Company  intend  to  add  to  their 
storage  facilities  at  Warlingham  by  the  construction  of  a 3> 000^ 000  gallon 
covered  reservoir. 

During  the  year  under  review,  by  agreement  with  the  Council,  the 
Company  extended  their  water  main  from  Hilltop  Lane  into  Birchwood  Lane, 
Chaldon,  to  serve  the  remaining  eight  houses  in  the  district  which  were 
without  a satisfactory  water  supply;  three  of  these  linked  up  with  the 
main  during  the  course  of  the  year;  the  remaining  five  are  expected  to 
follow  suit  in  1961. 

A large  institution  in  the  district,  which  previously  relied  upon 
supplies  from  a deep  bore  hole  on  the  premises,  also  connected  to  the  public 
mains. 
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SWIMIVIII^  BATHS 


There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  district,  but  members  of 
the  public  are  admitted,  on  payment,  to  a small  private  bath  run  by  a local 
organisation  for  the  benefit  of  its  members;  this  bath  is  also  used  by 
several  schools  in  the  neighbourhood  for  swimming  sessions.  Two  other 
baths  in  the  district  are  attached  to  schools. 

Regular  visits  are  made,  by  the  Council's  inspectors,  to  these 
baths  to  ensure  that  -they  are  satisfactorily  maintained  and  operated. 
Chlorine  checks  are  made  from  time  to  time  and  the  four  samples  taken  for 
bacteriological  analysis  during  the  course  of  the  year  were  up  to  standard. 
All  three  baths  are  provided  with  continuous  filtration  and  automatic 
chlorination  plant. 

There  is  an  obvious  need  in  this  district  for  a well  equipped 
and  adequate  public  swimming  bath. 


SETOA&E. 

The  Cater ham  Urban  District  consists  of  six  villages,  of  which 
four  are  adequately  sewered  and  one  partly  sewered.  Woldingham  Village 
is  not  sewered  primarily  because  the  village  is  spread  over  a wide, 
sparsely  populated  area  remote  from  existing  main  sewers. 

The  village  of  Chaldon  does  not  present  so  great  a problem.  It 
is  partly  sewered  and  a sewerage  scheme  has  been  prepared  for  the  remainder. 
This  scheme  vras  prepared  in  1952  and  was  amended  in  1953  and  submitted  to 
the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government,  but  it  was  not  proceeded  with 
at  that  time  because  of  restriction  of  capital  expenditure.  The  present 
position  is  that  the  scheme  remains  deferred  until  the  flooding  of  the 
sewers  at  Purley  Corner  has  been  overcome. 

This  scheme  consists  of  two  sections  - Eastern  and  Western.  The 
proposed  Eastern  sewers  will  only  drain  Leases  Avenue,  Mount  Avenue  and  a 
few  properties  in  Rook  Lane,  but  the  properties  in  these  roads  account  for 
almost  one-third  of  the  total  loads  of  sewage  removed  by  the  cesspool 
emptier  in  the  Chaldon  imsewered  area.  The  Western  section  will  drain 
Church  Lane,  Doctors  Lane,  Hilltop  Lane,  Pilgrims  Lane,  Rook  Lane  (part) 
and  Willey  Broom  Lane. 


BACTERIQLOGIC/lL  EXAMINATIONS. 

To  assist  in  the  early  and  correct  diagnosis  of  certain  diseases, 
advantage  is  taken  by  local  doctors  to  utilise  the  services  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  West  Hill  House,  West  Hill,  Epson.

C/iR/vVAU  SITES. 

The  prayer  from  many  sources  over  a long  period  for 
adequate  legislation  to  govern  the  control  of  caravans  was  answered 
during  the  year  by  the  introduction  of  the  "Caravan  Sites  and  Control 
of  Development  Act"  which  came  into  force  in  August. 

The  application  of  the  new  planning  and  licensing  powers  to 
caravan  sites  should  enable  the  situation  in  the  district  to  be  brought 
xinder  control  and  ensure  that  approved  and  licensed  sites  are  properly 
laid  out,  maintained  and  provided  with  essential  equipment  and  services. 

No  special  provisions  are,  however,  incorporated  in  the  Act  to  restrain 
overcrowding  and  no  attempt  has  been  made  to  prescribe  standards  of 
construction  for  residential  caravans. 

Seven  applications  for  site  licences  under  the  Act  were  received 
during  the  year.  Six  were  made  in  respect  of  sites  for  1, 1, 3>4>122  and 
72  caravans,  occupied  at  the  time  of  the  applications  by  1, 1, 3»4#6l  and 
61  caravans  respectively;  the  remaining  application  referred  to  a 
proposed  site  for  five  touring  caravans  for  limited  annual  periods. 

Appeals  against  the  refusal  of  the  Council  to  permit 
development  of  the  two  larger  caravan  sites  at  Batts  Farm  and  at  Court 
Farm  were  heard  at  a local  enquiry  on  the  15th  December  and  the  Minister's 
decision  will  determine  the  course  of  action  to  be  taken  in  respect  of 
these  sites. 

No  site  licences  had  been  issued  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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SCHOOLS 


All  schools  are  provided  with  the  public  water  supply  and  a water 
carriage  system  of  drainage.  Ty/o  schools,  one  in  Chaldon  and  one  in 
Woldingham,  are  still  drained  to  cesspools. 

The  school  canteens  are  sprayed  annually  with  an  insecticide 
possessing  quick  knook-dovm  and  long  residual  effects  against  flies  and 
this  treatment  again  proved  to  be  effective.

127  premises  were  visited  by  an  emptier  12  or  more  times  dioring 
the  year  and  the  cesspools  at  33  of  these  premises  were  emptied  20  or  more 
times.  On  only  21  days  of  the  year  were  there  more  than  30  applications  for 
emptying  awaiting  attention;  few  representations  regarding  delay  were 
received. 


The  increase  in  cesspool  emptying  proceeds  hand  in  hand  with  new 
buildings  erected  and  flat  conversions  undertaken  in  unsewered  areas  and  in 
addition  the  consumption  of  water  promoted  by  the  installation  of  dish  and 
clothes  washing  machines  and  the  greater  attention  now  paid  to  personal  hygiene 
and  beauty  culture  has  to  be  taken  into  consideration. 

- No  alleviation  of  this  situation  can  be  expected  until  the  inadequacy 
of  the  sewer  at  Purley  is  remedied,  to  allow  the  Council  to  proceed  with  the 
Chaldon  Sewerage  Scheme, 
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(tn)  Refuse  storage. 

Action  was  taken  to  secure  the  provision  of  suitable 
receptacles  at  69  dwelling  houses  where  accommodation  for  refuse  was 
found  to  be  unsatisfactory  or  absent. 

(c)  Collection  and  disposal  of  house  refuse. 

This  service  is  controlled  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

The  normal  weekly  collection  of  house  refuse  was  invariably 
maintained  throughout  the  district,  despite  the  continued  difficulty  in 
obtaining  suitable  laboiur  for  this  work. 

The  capacity  of  the  existing  tip  on  the  boimdary  of  the  district, 
where  a modified  form  of  controlled  tipping  is  employed,  has  been  largely 
absorbed  and  the  problem  of  finding  fvirther  accommodation  for  this  purpose 
is  a matter  for  some  concern. 

Adequate  primary  cover  at  the  tip  face  in  the  form  of  fly  ash 
supplied  by  the  Central  Electricity  Board  was  readily  available,  and  no 
complaints  were  received  from  members  of  the  public  regarding  operations 
on  the  site  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Regular  visits  were  made  by  a rodent  operator  to  the  tip,  which 
was  maintained  comparatively  free  from  infestation. 


SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 


Slaughterhouses . 

The  Report  on  Slaughterhouse  Facilities  was  submitted  to  the 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  in  October. 

In  this  Report,  the  Council  were  required  under  the  Slaughter- 
houses Act,  1958  to  review  existing  and  probable  future  requirements  for 
slaughtering  facilities  in  the  district  and  to  ascertain  the  accommodation 
likely  to  become  available  to  meet  those  requirements.  The  Council  were 
also  required  to  recommend  a date  to  allow  for  existing  slaughterhouses  to 
comply  with  the  new  regulations  applying  construction  standards  for  hygiene 
and  the  prevention  of  cruelty. 

Oonsultations  took  place  with  six  other  local  authorities,  and 
with  48  parties  and  organisations  directly  and  indirectly  associated  with 
the  meat  trade;  it  was  established  that  the  demand  in  this  district  for 
slaughtering  facilities  was  limited  to  the  four  existing  users  of  the  two 
private  slaughterhouses,  two  of  whom  had  business  connections  outside  the 
urban  district. 

For  various  reasons,  neither  of  the  two  private  slaughterhouses 
was  considered  capable  of  being  improved  and  adapted  satisfactorily  to  meet 
the  new  requirements. 

Information  obtained  indicated  that  if  facilities  did  not  become 
available  in  the  district,  adequate  accommodation  within  a reasonable 
distance  outside  the  district  would  be  available  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  all  concerned;  the  limited  demand  for  slaughterhouse  facilities  did  not 
justify  the  provision  of  a public  abattoir. 

The  four  interested  parties  were  disposed  to  co-operate  and 
consider  the  erection  of  suitable  premises  for  their  joint  use  on  one  of 
the  existing  slaughterhouse  sites,  and  the  Council  recommended  to  the 
Minister  that  a period  up  to  1st  January  196 3 should  be  allowed  to  enable 
the  situation  to  be  resolved. 

Three  slaughterhouses  continue  to  operate  in  the  district, 
including  one  belonging  to  the  South  West  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital 
Board,  which  is  used  for  the  supply  of  meat  for  the  Board's  hospitals. 
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Meat  examined  and  meat  condemned  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate 
at  these  slaughterhouses  is  shov.n  in  the  follorring  table

It  appeared  that  the  three  animals  affected  with  Cysticercus  Bovis 
(non  viable)  were  held  by  a dealer  at  three  different  farms  for  a short  period  in 
a neighboiiring  county;  the  information  obtained  was  not  entirely  reliable  and 
further  action  to  ascertain  where  the  infestation  originated  was  not  undertaken. 

The  relatively  small  amount  of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  at  the  slaughterhouses  is  an  indication  of  the  health  of  the  stock 
admitted  for  slaughter.  The  contribution  made  by  the  Ministry  towards  the 
elimination  of  tuberculosis  in  cattle  has  to  be  acknowledged. 

Licences  to  five  slaughtermen  to  slaughter  cattle,  sheep,  pigs  and 
goats  were  issued  for  I960:  the  humane  killer  specified  in  each  licence  was 
the  Captive  Bolt  Pistol. 

Deadweight  certification  of  pigs  carried  out  by  the  Coiancil*s 
Inspectors  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  under 
the  Fatstock  Guarantee  Scheme  was  discontinued  as  from  3rd  October.  Up  to  this 
period  479  carcases  were  submitted  for  certification,  of  which  478  were  approved 
for  subsidy.  An  Inspector  from  the  Ministry  has  now  been  appointed  to  carry 
out  this  work.

Disposal  of  Condemned  Food. 

Condemned  food  from  slaughterhouses  and  other  sources  is 
disposed  of  by  incineration  under  supervision  by  a member  of  the  staff. 
This  obviates  the  need  for  supervising  the  sterilization  of  condemned 
food  where  released  for  animal  feeding  or  other  purposes  as  now  required 
by  The  Meat  (Staining  and  Sterilization)  Regulations  which  came  into 
force  during  the  year.

It  was  alleged  that  one  of  these  pies,  opened  up  by  the  complainant  within 
eleven  hours  of  receipt,  was  affected  by  mould.  The  two  remaining  unopened 
pies  when  examined  were  found  to  be  sound. 

The  code  mark  on  the  carton  containing  the  pies,  when  checked  with 
the  man\ifacturers,  implied  that  these  were  four  weeks  old.  It  was  concluded 
that  at  some  time  between  manufacture  and  delivery  this  carton  had  been 
re-used  for  other  pies  produced  on  different  dates. 

Both  the  maniifacturer  and  the  vendor  were  warned  to  exercise 
effective  control  over  products  manufactured  or  distributed  by  them  . 


Action  appropriate  to  the  findings  was  taken  in  the  remainder  of 
the  other  cases  referred  to;  no  proceedings  were  instituted  before  a 
magistrate.

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Cheese  and  Piccalilli  Spread, 

This  proved  to  be  a product  containing  cheese  spread, 
flavouring,  with  vinegar  and  spices.  The  article  did  not  include 
the  essential  pickle  ingredients  such  as  cauliflower,  onions, 
gherkins  etc. 

The  sale  of  this  product  was  discontinued  pending  a 
decision  by  the  manufacturers  either  to  amend  the  labelling  of  the 
product  or  to  alter  the  composition  to  enable  the  food  to  be  properly 
sold  as  Cheese  and  Piccalilli  Spread, 

Junket  Powder, 

The  ingredients  of  this  article  were  not  correctly  specified 
on  the  label,  nor  were  the  ingredients  specified  in  the  order  of  the 
proportion  in  which  they  were  used. 

The  firm  agreed  to  amend  the  labelling  of  this  product  to  secure 
compliance  with  the  Labelling  of  Food  Order,  1953. 

Steak  & Kidney  Pie, 

The  filling  of  this  pie  consisted  of  a coarse  mince  of  meat  with 
gravy  and  no  kidney  could  be  detected. 

The  manufacturers  were  informed  that  the  composition  of  this 
product  was  unsatisfactory  inasmuch  as  identifiable  pieces  of  steak  and 
kidney  were  not  present. 

The  firm  concerned  eventually  agreed  to  amend  their  manufacturing 
technique  to  overcome  the  objections  raised  and  a similar  pie,  purchased  at 
a later  date,  was  approved  as  a genuine  article. 

Composition  of  Meat  Pies, 

The  samples  submitted  for  analysis  included  21  meat  pies  with 
various  meat  fillings,  obtained  as  a result  of  a request  by  the  Urban 
District  Councils  Association  to  local  authorities  for  information  to 
enable  the  Pood  Standards  Committee  to  assess  the  need  for  a compositional 
standard. 

The  meat  content  of  the  pies  taken  in  this  district,  expiressed  as 
a percentage  of  the  total  weight  of  the  pies,  varied  from  20%  to  40.8%. 

The  average  meat  content  of  the  pies  sampled  was  equivalent  to  27,46%.

Food  premises  accounted  for  475  visits. 

Steady  progress  has  been  made  in  applying  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations 
1955/57  and  the  amending  and  consolidating  Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations 
i960  which  followed  during  the  course  of  the  year. 

Most  local  traders  are  receptive  to  advice  on  matters  concerning 
food  Hygiene  and  although  the  number  of  contraventions  recorded  remains  at  a 
fairly  high  level,  these  were  mostly  of  a minor  nature  and  readily  resolved. 

More  and  better  pre-packed  foods,  together  with  the  advances  made  in 
refrigeration,  including  the  extension  of  the  use  of  refrigerated  display 
cabinets,  have  done  much  to  reduce  the  chances  of  contamination  and  the  onset 
of  deterioration. 

Copies  of  Codes  of  Practice  - ’’Itygiene  in  the  Retail  Meat  Trade”  and 
"Hygiene  in  the  Retail  Fish  Trade"  were  issued  to  the  appropriate  retailers 
in  the  district  in  I960.

Minor  infestations  were  found  at  the  Council's  Refuse  Tip,  at  the 
Salvage  Depot  and  in  the  Bourne  Culvert;  no  'major*  or  'reservoir* 
infestation  occurred. 

The  Department's  destruction  service  was  again  used  by  the  County 
Council  in  respect  of  their  properties  in  this  district. 

Sewer  Infestations. 


As  previous  tests  of  all  the  sewers  in  the  district  indicated  the 
absence  of  rat  infestation,  it  was  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  for  the  next  10^  test  to  be  deferred  until  the  Spring 
of  1961. 


CLEAN  AIR. 


No  problems  associated  with  atmospheric  pollution  required 
investigation. 

Steps  were  taken  during  the  year  to  eliminate  the  emission  of 
soot  from  a chimney  at  a factory  employing  oil-burning  apparatus  about  which 
complaints  were  received  in  1959*  The  chimney,  a single-skinned  metal  tube, 
was  lagged  to  reduce  heat  losses  in  the  flue  which  were  adduced  to  be  the 
cause  of  the  trouble. 

The  Council  continued  membership  of  The  London  and  Home  Counties 
Clean  Air  Advisory  Council.

The  increasing  demands  made  year  by  year  on  the  department  by 
members  of  the  public  for  the  extermination  of  wasps  necessitated  a review  of 
the  position. 


The  policy  was  adopted  in  I960  of  giving  advice  as  to  treatment, 
and  the  services  of  the  department  were  offered  only  in  cases  where  difficulty 
was  encountered. 


217  infestations  were  reported  during  the  year,  of  which  57  were 
treated  by  the  staff  of  the  department.  In  1958  and  1959  the  department 
dealt  with  136  and  438  infestations  respectively. 

A private  individual  now  operates  in  the  district  and  undertakes 
work  of  this  nature  on  payment  of  a fee.
